The AGA Production Committee set goal the 1994 National Con- 
vention for the breed reach 18,000 pounds milk and 630 pounds 
protein the year great set challenging goals, and 
this goal certainly challenging. fact, first glance you might say 
the Production Committee full too much optimism. But, ac- 
complish this goal, Guernsey breeders need increase their lacta- 
tion averages 260 pounds milk per year and pounds protein 
per year for years. After increasing production 350 pounds 
milk and pounds protein this past year, reaching 18,000 pounds 
milk and 630 pounds protein the year 2005 now looks obtain- 
able; and yes, still challenging. 


Reaching this goal more important when one considers the follow- 
ing: 1985, the Conservation Priority List was developed focus 
breeds animals needing attention. The Guernsey breed was put 
the “Watch List” and has remained there since 1985. this 
list, breed must have fewer than 2,500 registrations annually 
10,000 registrations globally per year show marked decline 
registrations the past years. Two other U.S. dairy breeds are 
this list too. This alarming, but there are two other Conservation 
Priority Lists (Rare and Critical) that are considered higher concerns. 


The Guernsey breed can stop the decrease registrations that 
have experienced over past years that put the “Watch List”. 
this, must develop cow that more competitive today’s 
industry. Increasing our cow’s production the first step towards 
being more competitive breed. must also breed cow that has 
more longevity. 


This brings another challenge have for breeders. Breed cows that 
will last three lactations. reviewing 1995 Mid-States DRPC breed 
averages, the average age producing Guernsey years 
months. This fair estimate age for the milking animals our 
breed. Let’s set goal have the average producing age Guern- 
seys increase over four years age the next years. Cows that 
last longer will provide you with additional calf and year milk. 
They also allow you market animals for dairy that would have 
otherwise been needed replacements for your herd. 


The Guernsey breed has many marketable qualities that make at- 
tractive potential buyers. Guernsey Marketing Service sometimes 
struggles find cattle for buyers. simply not have enough high 
producing, typy cows meet demand. breed concentrate 
breeding higher producing and longer lasting cows, can take ad- 
vantage another market besides the milk market. This added mar- 
ket can offer nice financial rewards individually and increase breed 
numbers. 


Increasing Guernsey registration numbers sounds challenging and very 
optimistic. Approaching this goal steps makes more realistic. 
Let’s reach for the goals before and make positive things happen.

you really want know what 
wrong with American society today? 

Too many our roads have been 
paved! 

There’s not problem America 
today...crime, education, drugs, the divorce 
rate... that could not improved with more 
dirt roads. 

Dirt roads build character. People who live 
the end dirt roads know that life much 
more enjoyable when taken slower pace. 
They know that life can dirty, boring and 
can jar you right down your teeth times. 
But, they also have greater appreciation 
for what’s waiting the end the bumpy 
ride...their home, kids, frisky dog and 
loving spouse. 

wouldn’t have near the trouble with 
our educational system today more kids 
still lived the end dirt road and had 
take the bus school. the old days, buses 
wouldn’t usually down dirt roads the 
kids had walk the bus stop. doing so, 
they got lot more exercise than sitting 
front television for hours end. And, 
kids often learned more the bus than they 
did the classroom. Bus riders seldom be- 
came social misfits.

had much better values when the roads 
were worse. People didn’t worship their cars 
more than their kids. Country folks didn’t 
drive $50,000 foreign cars down roads like 
corrugated iron. Instead they drove pick-up 
trucks that pleaded dust the tail gate, 
“Please wash me!” But, one ever did. 
What’s the point? would just get dirty 
again. 

People were much more courteous the 
days dirt. Drivers didn’t tailgate, riding 
right your bumper, because they did, 
they choked your dust got rock 
through their windshield. Dirt roads taught 
patience. 

Fancy folds didn’t use hair spray 
mousse gel their hair the days dirt 
roads. they did, the time they got the 
end road, their $35 haircut would 
sticky, gooey, muddy mess. Butch wax was 
bad enough. 

Most paved roads lead dead end. Dirt 


roads more likely lead fishing creek 
favorite swimming hole. the end dirt 
road, there’s need arm your alarm 
lock you car, unless its keep the neighbor 
from filling with zucchini. 

Dirt roads were much more environmen- 
tally friendly too. You just didn’t hop your 
car and deplete the ozone layer run town 
and get quart milk. Instead you went 
outside and milked the cow. You walked 
down the end the driveway get the 
mail, usually catalogs from which you or- 
dered everything from China cups calico. 
rained and the road was washed out, you 
just stayed home. Maybe even had family 
conversation. Remember those? 

the end dirt road there has always 
been extra income when city dude got his 
car stuck and you had pull him out. Usu- 
ally you received dollar two...always you 
got new friend. 

Now many our roads have paved 
over and some call progress. But where 
these roads lead? Mostly trouble 
say. 

This country was lot better off when most 
our people lived the end dirt roads.

Current Situation 

severe national shortage feed grains 
pushing feed costs and causing eco- 
nomic havoc for our nation’s dairy farmers. 
The May 1996 corn contract the Chicago 
Board Trade rose from $3.60 January 
$4.70 the third week April. Despite 
higher costs the Basic Formula Price (BFP), 
which determines milk prices under all fed- 
eral orders, dropped from $12.91 January 
$12.59 February. Then rose only 
$12.70 March. Farm-gate milk prices have 
not kept with the higher feed costs and 
that has created severe cash-flow problem 
for dairy producers. For example, one pro- 
ducer Northwest Missouri reported base 
milk prices 3.5 percent butterfat $13.17 
January, $13.32 February, and $13.12 
March. That same producer watched 
No. corn prices Kansas City rose from 
$3.77 per bushel January close 
$5.00 per bushel the end April. 

The March milk production report reflects 
these financial conditions. Total U.S. milk 
production for the first quarter 1996 was 
below the same quarter year ago after 
adjusting for extra day February. The 
average number milk cows the U.S. 
during this period was 9.4 million head, 
down 68,000 head from year ago. fact, 
cow numbers for select states declined 
from 8,062,000 head August 1996 
8,004,000 March 1996. 

Cheese production February was 113 
percent for American cheese and 108 per- 
cent for Italian cheeses from year ago. More 
production normally means lower prices but 
cheese production has not kept pace with 
demand. Commercial disappearance from 
Nov. 1995 through Jan. 1996 was 5.3 
percent for American cheese and 2.1 percent 
for other cheese. February ending stocks 
warehouses were percent for American 
cheese but down percent for other natural 
cheeses. don’t have numbers for com- 
mercial disappearance for cheese during Feb- 
ruary and March, but clearly these numbers 
are up. Cheese buyers are the market and 
sense shortage milk that not about 
away. They are buying now avoid short- 
age later. That keeping cheese prices well 
above year-ago levels. 

Things are looking brighter for dairy pro- 
ducers. Although planting conditions are dry 
Kansas, Nebraska and some parts Mis- 
souri, spring should bring new forages which 
cheapen feeding costs.

Despite hav- 
ing adequate stocks cheese, traders be- 
came concerned with the future milk supply 
and its potential impact the cheese sup- 
ply.

Finally Farm Bill 

After months tedious negotiations 
have seven year farm bill with dairy title. 
Called the Federal Agricultural Improvement 
and Reform Act (FAIR), the legislation 
whole will favorable dairy farmers de- 
spite the President’s reservation signing 
it. FAIR will repeal federal assessments, 
eventually create more dairy exports, and 
allow greater planting flexibility which 
should help lower feed grain prices. 

The most immediate gain for all dairy pro- 
ducers removing assessments starting May 
Dairy producers will see higher milk 
check about June since will longer 
have this deduction. exchange, however, 
dairy producers will see the price support 
program phased out. while price support has 
been virtually ineffective recent years, 
has provided mental safety net many 
producers. With the exception nonfat dry 
milk, however, the market place has consis- 
tently provided higher price than the gov- 
ernment support price. Trading off the sup- 
port price program for elimination as- 
sessments good deal for dairy farmers. 

The USDA has three years implement 
major reform federal orders consoli- 
dating from the current orders between 
and orders. California can petition 
special federal order. The reformed orders 
will require replacement the BFP and 
may contain multiple basing points for Class 
milk prices outside Eau Claire, Wiscon- 
sin. USDA may decide that class prices for 
bottled milk should lowest places like 
Idaho and New Mexico addition Eau 
Claire since these represent surplus markets. 
USDA must use informal rule making 
streamline the reform process. assess- 
ment that this will nightmare for 
USDA and will likely take longer that three 
years. expect will revenue neural for 
most producers and won’t affect milk prices 
significantly. 

The Dairy Export Incentive Program 
(DEIP) will funded the maximum al- 
lowed under the GATT. Also, any unused 
allocations region country will roll 
into the next allocation. This wiil allow 
export much possible under our in- 
ternational agreements. the support price 
for milk falls over the next four years, this 
program will less effective our domes- 
tic prices for butter and powder falls slightly 
and international prices rise. The USDA will 


also develop and assist export companies 
help boost our presence international mar- 
kets. 


Outlook For The Rest 1996 

have revised outlook reflect the 
higher feed prices. First, expect monthly milk 
production remain just below year ago 
through the fall months. This will reflect ra- 
tioning available feed supplies which will 
limit production per cow and reduce cow 
numbers. result, 1996 milk production 
will about even with year ago. Com- 
mercial disappearance milk, however, will 
increase about percent above year ago 
the supply milk begins rationed. 

Block cheese prices the National 
Cheese Exchange will likely stay $1.49 
per pound for only few weeks and then 
drop 
around $1.46 per pound. cheese prices stay 
too high will cut significantly into com- 
mercial use. But even with three cent re- 
duction price, the cheese price will still 
high and that will translate into strong 
rise the BFP. Look for the BFP remain 
above $13 per cwt through the fall months. 
The BFP and farm-gate prices for 1996 will 
average per cwt above 1995 levels. This 
however, assumes that harvest reason- 
able corn crop this fall and that feed grain 
prices will begin moderate. 


Dairy Futures 

High feed prices have pushed the value 
milk and cheese futures. The April raw 
milk contract both the Coffee, Sugar and 
Cocoa Exchange (CSCE) and the Chicago 
Mercantile Exchange rose from 
around $12.70 per cwt March $13.70 
the close both contracts. While the April 
contract traded close the march BFP dur- 
ing March, likely that the contracts ex- 
pired about cents per cwt above pro- 
jected April BFP $13.20. 

The May Cheese futures the CSE was 
trading about $20 per cwt below the cash 
price (National Cheese Exchange) from 
January through March. But that basis nar- 
rowed April, particularly when the futures 
followed the cash price April when 
the price 40-pound blocks rose cents 
per pound just one trading day. April 
that basis narrowed around per cwt. 
The ratio the June cheese June fluid 
milk futures prices has been declining from 
mid-February the end April milk 
futures increased faster than cheese futures 
prices. Either are currently normal 
trading relationship between cheese and fluid 
milk, cheese futures will rise relation 
fluid milk. Keep eye this economic 
relationship. 


Calculating Your Basis 

Participants the dairy futures markets 
need understand how the basis affects their 
futures trades. date three fluid milk con- 
tracts have expired: February and April con- 
tracts the CSCE and April contract 
the CME. Basis represents the difference 
between the cash and futures price. the 
case fluid milk the cash price the 
USDA’s Basic Formula Price, BFP. 
government surveyed price based the 
unregulated Grade milk market the 
Upper Midwest. This price used deter- 
mine classified prices all federal orders. 
expected represent the true value for 
Grade milk used for manufacturing pur- 
poses. 

The fluid futures contracts, however, rep- 
resents the value Grade milk used only 
for manufacturing purposes delivered the 
Upper Midwest. But both the February and 
April contracts traded under. other words, 
the cash price was below the futures price. 
This because the market has placed pre- 
mium Grade milk used for manufac- 
turing purposes relative the price Grade 
milk. The amount that premium de- 
termined relative supply and demand con- 
ditions. 

The basis was determined comparing 
average the settlement prices for the 
last five days each contract the an- 
nounced BFP. The April BFP estimate. 
The 5-day average should give more accu- 
rate measure what people actually paid 
buy sell contracts during the final days 
acontract. Some these numbers, however, 
reflect little actual trading the final 
days the contract (i.e. the February con- 
tract). consistent relationship can 
found between the futures price the final 
day trading and the BFP, then dairy fu- 
tures participants can determine their local 
basis relative the BFP. The BFP impor- 
tant since major factor determining 
federal order prices which turn determine 
farm-gate prices. For dairy producers, one 
can track their own milk check (gross milk 
price) and look for relationship the BFP. 
Also, the USDA’s mailbox prices can used 
assess local price for other industry par- 
ticipants. The mailbox price includes all pre- 
miums and deductions.

iegislation. 
President signed April 1996, 
the 1995 Farm Bill. This bill, for- 
mally called, the Federal Agriculture Im- 
provement and Reform Act 1996, was 
passed through Congress late March. The 
bill contains provision authorizing the Sec- 
retary Agriculture use MCP when con- 
solidating federal milk marketing orders. 
summary the Dairy Title contained the 
Federal Agriculture Improvement and Re- 
form Act 1996 follows: 


Federal Milk Marketing Order Reform: 

Federal orders are consolidated into 
not less than ten and more than or- 
ders. petitioned and approved Califor- 
nia dairy producers, the state California 
can form separate federal order. When con- 
solidating orders, multiple component pric- 
ing, multiple basing points, and Class uti- 
lization rates may considered. Informal 
rule making will used making these 
reforms. This should help expedite the re- 
form process. Federal order reform must 
completed within three years. not com- 
pleted, USDA’s authority assess produc- 
ers and handlers cover the costs ad- 
minister federal orders lost. April, 
1997, the status Federal Order 


Dairy Price Support Program: 

Budget assessments dairy producers 
end May 1996. The dairy price support 
decreases $0.15 per cwt. each year for the 
next four years. The dairy price support pro- 
gram ends December 31, 1999. 2000, 
recourse loan program for processors 
milk price equivalent $9.90 per cwt. re- 
places the price support program. The allo- 
cation between the support price for butter 
and nonfat dry milk powder can altered. 
think that this could result higher 
butter support price over the next year two. 


Other Provisions: 

The Dairy Export Incentive Program (DEIP) 
extended through 2002. California au- 
thorized keep its higher nutritional stan- 
dards for fluid milk products. USDA de- 
termines that there “compelling public 
interest”, Northeast Interstate Dairy Com- 
pact can established during the three year 
period prior federal order reform. 


While the impacts the bill dairy pro- 
ducers are not certain, would expect 
the following happen: 

Lower price supports through 1999 and 
price supports after then will increase the 
potential for both lower and higher prices. 
Supply and demand will play even greater

role establishing dairy prices. There will 
greater volatility milk prices because 
there will support program providing 
price floor. Consideration Class uti- 
lization levels and adoption multiple bas- 
ing points part Federal Order reform 
could both raise and lower Class and blend 
prices different regions the country. 
The current method establishing the ba- 
sic formula price will probably changed, 
and component values may determined 
part the new price calculations. 
are optimistic that uniform system mul- 
tiple component pricing will implemented 
all the new consolidated federal orders. 


Multiple component pricing (MCP) plan 
offered the Southeast. 

The Costal Division Mid-American 
Dairymen, Inc. has implemented MCP 
plan. This plan offered producers with 
minimum protein percentage 3.5 and 
areas with least load milk meeting 
this minimum every other day. The plan pays 
premium $.12 per tenth (point) pro- 
tein above base 3.1% protein. The pro- 
tein premium paid addition the base 
price, butterfat, and other incentive pay- 
ments. Producers are required pay the 
additional transportation cost move this 
milk cheese plant. 


Cheese yield pricing strong California. 

Cheese yield pricing, the pricing milk 
based its predicted cheese yield times the 
cheese price less manufacturing allowance, 
doing well the nation’s largest milk pro- 
ducing state. Cheese yield pricing used 
four cheese plants the state. They are 
Hilmar Cheese Co., Hilmar; Land Lakes, 
Orland; Rumiano Cheese, Crescent City. The 
fourth plant, California Cooperative Cream- 
ery, Petaluma pays cheese yield portion 
its milk meeting minimum protein levels. 

The use cheese yield pricing these 
California plants demonstrates two addi- 
tional advantages cheese yield pricing. 
First, cheese yield pricing can used suc- 
cessfully any size cheese plant. For ex- 
ample, Hilmar Cheese Co. the largest 
single site cheese plant the world, while 
the other three plants would classified 
small medium size cheese plants. 

addition, not only the high-protein pro- 
ducers benefit from cheese yield pricing. For 
example, estimate that for January 1996, 
producer with milk testing 3.6 percent 
fat and 3.2 percent protein would have re- 
ceived around additional $.20/cwt. over 
California state minimum prices market- 
ing their milk either Hilmar Land 
Lakes under cheese yield pricing. producer 
selling milk testing 4.8 percent fat and 3.8 
percent protein would have received $1.60/ 


cwt. over the California minimum prices. 


Texas study shows within-state variation 
milk composition. 

The Texas Market Administrator’s 
monthly bulletin publishes milk component 
averages for ten geographical regions 
Texas. For the month December 1995 the 
component levels ranged for butterfat from 
3.57 4.09, protein from 3.05 3.36, and 
solids-not-fat from 8.5 8.85. Using these 
component levels the predicted cheddar 
cheese yields would range from 10.90 9.66 
Ibs. per cwt. the current cheese price, this 
variation component level represents 
difference value $1.73 per cwt. milk! 
However, the Texas Federal Order currently 
values milk based fat-skim pricing, which 
only accounts for $0.32 this difference 
milk value between regions. 


Manufactured products again lead growth 
dairy product commercial disappear- 
ance. 

According USDA’s Economic Research 
Service, commercial disappearance 
dairy products increased 3.1 percent 1995. 
Butter consumption again led all categories, 
7.0 percent from 1994. Both the Ameri- 
can and “Other” cheese categories saw strong 
growth commercial sales, 2.6 percent 
and 2.8 percent respectively. 

Fluid milk sales continue flat de- 
clining. Sales fluid products were down 
0.3 percent for the year, compared 1994 
levels. 1995 Nonfat dry milk consumption 
also declined, down 2.3 percent from 1994 
levels.

Agriculture Secretary Dan Glickman an- 
nounced that the U.S. Department Agri- 
culture inviting the dairy industry sub- 
mit ideas federal milk order reforms leg- 
islated the 1996 Farm Bill and signed April 
President Clinton. 

“The 1996 Farm Bill mandated that the 
current federal milk orders consoli- 
dated, merged, into orders,” said 
Glickman. “The Secretary also directed 
designate California federal milk order 
that state’s dairy producers petition for and 
approve such order.” 

The legislation allows USDA use in- 
formal rulemaking accomplish the legis- 
lated mandates. All reforms must imple- 
mented April 1999. response this 
deadline, USDA has developed projected 
time-line that would complete consolidation 
federal orders early 1999. USDA an- 
ticipates working with the dairy industry 
develop proposed rule that will issued

“To successfully accomplish these re- 
forms, USDA will need cooperation and sup- 
port from the industry. This enormous 
undertaking, and are committed uti- 
lizing the expertise the industry the full- 
est extent possible,” Glickman said.
